§ 100000.  Conflict of Interest Code - CIRM. 2 

(a) The Political Reform Act, Government Code sections 81000, et seq., requires state 3 

and local government agencies to adopt and promulgate Conflict-of-Interest Codes. The Fair 4 

Political Practices Commission has adopted a regulation, 2 California Code of Regulations 5 

section 18730, which contains the terms of a standard Conflict-of-Interest Code, which can be 6 

incorporated by reference, and which may be amended by the Fair Political Practices 7 

Commission to conform to amendments in the Political Reform Act after public notice and 8 

hearings. Therefore, the terms of 2 California Code of Regulations section 18730 and any 9 

amendments to it duly adopted by the Fair Political Practices Commission, along with the 10 

attached Appendices in which officials and employees are designated and disclosure categories 11 

are set forth, are hereby incorporated by reference and constitute the Conflict of Interest Code of 12 

the California Institute for Regenerative Medicine (“CIRM”). 13 

(b) The Board Members, including the Chairman of the Independent Citizens Oversight 14 

Committee, and President of CIRM must file their statement of economic interests electronically 15 

with the Fair Political Practices Commission. 16 

(c) All other individuals holding designated positions must file their statements with 17 

CIRM.  All statements must be made available for public inspection and reproduction under 18 

Government Code Section 81008. 19

Disclosure Categories 
 
Category 1 
 
An individual holding a designated position shall report any: 
 

Investments, business positions in business entities, and income (including receipt 
of gifts, loans and travel payments) and all interests in real property located in the 
state of California.   
 

 
 
Category 2 
 
An individual holding a designated position shall report any: 
 

Investments, business positions in business entities and income (including receipt 
of gifts, loans and travel payments) if the business entity or source of income is of 
the type to receive grants or other monies from or through CIRM;  
  
Investments, business positions in business entities and income (including receipt 
of gifts, loans and travel payments) if the business entity or the source of income 
is of the type to offer or provide facilities, services, goods or products purchased 
or used, or contracted for, by CIRM, and is providing or planning to provide such 
facilities, services, goods or products; and 
 
Investments, business positions in business entities and income (including receipt 
of gifts, loans and travel payments) if the business entity or source of income is 
engaged in biomedical research or manufacturing biomedical pharmaceuticals. 

Category 3 

An individual holding a designated position shall report any: 
 

Investments, business positions in business entities and income, (including receipt 
of gifts, loans and travel payments) if the business entity or source of income is 
engaged in biomedical research or manufacturing biomedical pharmaceuticals. 

 
Investments, business positions in business entities and income (including receipt 
of gifts, loans and travel payments) if the business entity or the source of income 
is of the type to offer or provide facilities, services, goods or products purchased 
or used, or contracted for, by CIRM, and is providing or is planning to provide 
such facilities, services, goods or products. 

 



Category 4 
 
An individual holding a designated position shall report any: 
 

Investments, business positions in business entities and income (including receipt 
of gifts, loans and travel payments) if the business entity or the source of income 
is of the type to offer or provide facilities, services, goods or products purchased 
or used, or contracted for, by CIRM, and is providing or is planning to provide 
such facilities, services, goods or products. 
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
